This can only be a brief sketch of amateur radio activities during the recent 
earthquake. Mention and a picture appears on page 62 of April Qst. A full Qs report 
will appear in the June ast according to Mr. George Hart, WINJM. A detailed report 
is available on request from the office of the Los Angeles ARRL SCM, WA6KZI, as well 
as a slide program with narration, which has already been shown to a number of 
Southwestern Division radio clubs. 


The earthquake disrupted all utilities and services with devastating damage to 
the northwestern portion of the San Fernando Valley. The San Fernando Civil Defense 
AREC/RACES station, W6IN, manned by members of an ARRL affiliated club, the W6IN 
Society, and located in the basement of the City of San Fernando Police Department 
was activated almost immediately. The first few hours were hectic and confused as 
most members had suffered personal loss and were not available. The emergency power 
generator failed (water mains were broken and the generator overheated) and the spare 
generator was unusable. Two radio amateurs attempted to regain emergency power 
for the Police Department and the Emergency Operating Center, EOC. 


Finally using intermittent. : power a general call for mobiles was issued on the 
six meter amateur band. The City of San Fernando is a part of the City of Los Angeles 
RACKS and attempts to contact the Los Angeles City RACES were unsuccessful because 
Los Angeles City RACES was not activated. The County of Los Angeles RACES was also 
called but in the confusion they did not percieve the assistance needed message. 

High frequency capability was originally impaired due to the equipment having fallen 
onto concrete floors during the earthquake. Telephone service was also not available. 


About three and a half hours after the quake the East San Gabriel Valley AREC 
(about forty miles away) contacted W6IN offering assistance. Their people were 
uneffected in the quake and responded to W6IN's request along with members of the 
South Metropolitan AREC and Culver City AREC groups. Their mode of operation was two 
meter FM. ‘W6IN lacked compatible equipment. Shortly after arrival the AREC group was 
given overall communications coordinating authority for the city. 


The AREC FM group subsequently remained four days until the Civil Air Patrol was 
able to cover the city with their own communications network. The AREC FM group 
issued press releases regarding water supplies, utilities, fire hazards and status 
reports while working with city officials and providing communications for temporary 
ambulances when regular ambulances were withdrawn to other areas. 


W6IN's high frequency operations centered on health and welfare operations begin- 
ning on the afternoon of the day of the quake and ran continuously for four days. 
With one exception (NTS) all nets and health and welfare activities were carried on 
by voice communications. W6IN regained intermittent telephone service on noon the day 
of the quake. This operation was unique in that W6IN's main health and welfare 
operation (14301 kHz) consisted of receiving the inquiry, delivering it and originating 
@ message back to the inquiring station within moments, Those disaster areas not having 
links with W6IN were covered by W6IN people delivering messages by vehicle or posting 
at telephone message centers within the affected areas. W6IN alone amassed some 4300 
messages on high frequency bands.

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. vac ‘Evacuation of a large area (some 80,000 persons) of the San Fernando Valley also 
occurred as a result of a possible brusting reservoir. At these evacuation centers 
health and welfare traffic was handled ‘via Navy MARS using 100 "PM RTTY+ . Evacuees 
returned three days later. ; 


West Coast Amatsur Radio Service (WCARS, 7255 kHz SSB), Western Public Service 
System (WPSS, 3952 kuz SSB), and most other southern California nets became active 
altho they did not operate on a 24 hour basis, The National Traffic System, NTS, was 
ineffectual, since it could not handle the high volumes of traffic fast enough, and 
consequently NTS could be used very little,:.

Some conclusions and suggestions developed with discussions with several amateurs 
directly envolved included the following: 


- There is a need for the individual amateur to be well prepared as well as the 
emergency crisitea groups in which he participates. 


- The individual amateur must be prepared to have his family properly cared for as 
well as himself in the event of a disaster inorder that he can be available and 
functionable during the disaster period. This will be covered in detail in‘ later 
articles. 

There must be activation methods which can function independently of the telephone 
Service. See page seven of this issue for information on Los Angeles AREC efforts 
to establish information, gathering, mobile and command frequencies. 

Better cooperation and coordination is needed between amateur communications groups 
inorder to better realize our full communications potentials. 


- Disciplined communications groups should undertake to contact those groups in a 
disaster area and offer their availability. 


~ The role of an amateur radio operator in such disaster communications efforts must 
be confined to that of a communicator and should be well coordinated. 


~ The role assumed in this effort unfortunately encompassed more than that of a 
communicator to the extent of becoming an-administrator in a decision making 
position. In retropect this is undesirable and undermining to the general efforts 
of amateur radio to establish better working relations with public administrative 
agencies. 

Amateur radio groups operating in such a situation must have better coordination 
and conmunications horizontally among those in charge during the disaster situation. 
At command points (or other points where administrative decisions will be made) the 
ability to monitor other agency communications channels is desirable such that the 
decision makers can be aware of the overall picture. 

- The ARRL's National Traffic System and the three Arva Staffs should seriously consider 


upgrading the system to enable the handling of large volumes of traffic. Some points 
for discussion are offered below: 


- Establishment of special provisions for handling large volumes of traffic in disaster 
situations are needed that can be activated readily. There has been no indication 
of any special, organized efforts on a large scale within NTS to accomodate the 
large traffic volume occurring only days atter a national exercise in emergency 
preparedness in the form of the ARRL's Simulated Emergency Test, SET.

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- Telephone numbers should accompany messages especially health and welfare inquiries. 
There were no information services avnilable nor was there time and people to 
research telephone numbers for delivery. Additionally the message centers in the 
disaster areas posted messages by telephone number not name. 

- More emphasis is needed on faster routing and delivery of traffic because health 

and welfare traffic originating in NTS after the earthquake typically took three 

to four days to reach California NTS circuits and in many cases could not be 

delivered before addressee and originator had established telephone contact. - 

Simplified message format as well as special routing techniques in emer gency 

Situations might be implemented for better meeting the communications needs. Greater 


use of modes other than cw should also be carefully considered to develop* more 
manpower reserve. 


~ Consideration must be given to a local public relations effort locally for amateur 
radio. Efforts must be made to provide exposure for the services provided by. amateur 
radio by using the newspapers and media. At the present there is no coordinated 
effort along these lines, and it will have to be developed. 


It is evident from reading a number of exchange bulletins that many have viewed 
only a small portion of what happeted. It would be expecting a great deal for anyone 
to be able to fully view and report the entire picture, because it was so large. It 
is, however, unfortunate that some sources have allowed their printed word to be 
highly prejudiced to the point of possible whitewash. For the good of amateur radio 
it is hoped that this will be minimal and recognizable by their readers.

4. Spread the word, establish and contact other amateurs on the bands outside of 
the disaster area to aid in traffic handling by making other amateurs aware of 
emergency frequencies in usé. 

5. Cooperation - NIS, AREC, RACES, MARS and any and all ot lish amateur groups 
getting together to get the job donee.

The Golden Age of Amateur Radio began in January, 1971, with the formation of the 
Civilian Radio Amateur. Patrol, whose purpose was the self-policing of the amateur bands. 
This peliciag action was accomplished through the vse of a number of novel practices 
such as jamming, cat-calls, personal attacks on individuals who were abusing the air- 
weves, and even an occasional call to’ the FCC. Vast coordination through nets and one 
ring telephone calis ensured that all culprits would be set upon as soon as possible 
efter comaitting an airccity. Mobiles roamed the countryside in search: of violators, 


were virtually wiped out. .In fact, so were many annoying practices not previously 
considered illegal but now under close scrutiny by the Patrol, which had become quite 
adept at deciding legal questions while: doing its jOvde - 


Then, in mid-1971, Virgil Ante, K6SOB, the President of the Patrol, called upon 
members to use their new found powers to make hem radio ‘pure and good". He called for 
a change in the Patrol’s motto from "Conversation Discipline” to "Conversation Purifi- 
cation". Immediately the Patrol’s Central Comuittce drew up a list of acceptable topics 
to discuss over the air such as "The Weather" and "My Rig's Final Input Power", as well 
as a recommended procedure for sending name, 4TH, and signal reports. All amateurs 


were required to join the Patrol and sign a loyalty oath or face social ostracism on 
the air. 


Hams engaging in deviant conversations were soon forced off the air, as well as 
those who uttered such obscenities as "gosh darn” and "shucks", although "by golly" 
was preclaimed he Official Swear Word To Be Used In Times Requiring Great Emphasis. 
The bands were systematically purged of misfits, rabblerousers and weirdos. 


The Golden Age of Amateur Radio has come. The airwaves resounded with a peaceful 
calm. Every amateur was sure that when he called CQ he could rely ona pleasant and 
encouraging answer giving him an S9 report (other signal reports had been banned), and 
a stimulating account of the weather (if it was sunny), the rig, and perhaps the band 
conditions (if they were good). Indeed, ham radio had found an era of goodwill and 
peace, and the quietude of the ham bands was enjoyed by all emateurs - all 17 of them.
